Preparation 
of tile pay will begin Monday, the company said. 
The payroll for the 6,000 striking employes will 
take at least two weeks to prepare and tile men 
will be paid at a time and pl act' to be announced 
later. 


The union relented on its policy of “ no non-un­ 
ion payroll workers” because “ the company had us 
up against a wall,” a union official stated. 


“Some of the men are in danger1 of losing their 
homes. Others have kids going back to school and 
they don’t have shoes. We think the company’s de­ 
mands are unreasonable but we must agree to them 
for the sake of the m en,” the union spokesman 
stated. 


The bone of contention in the pay issue was 


whether or not 
to allow 1wo non-union payroll 


clerks in the plant to prepare the rolls. The com­ 
pany insisted on using the normal pay force. Some 


of whom do not belong to the union. 


The union wanted only union men to prepare 
the rolls claiming there were enough capable un­ 
ion payrolls clerks to do the work. 


A meeting about two weeks ago broke up be­ 


tween company and union after neither side would 
relent on its position. 


“The company won this argument.” a union 
official said, ‘ because they have the money and 
we need it.” 


The last time the workers received pay was 
July I. The pay this time will include about two 
weeks regular pay, plus incentive pay, vacation 
pay, compensation money and sickness and health 
pay.
